NOTIFICATION 

New Delhi, the 19th September, 1995 

G.S.R- 645(E). — In exercise of the powers conferred by 
sub-section (i) of Section 124, read with sub-section (i) of 
Section 132 of the Major Ports Act, 1963 (3S of 1963), the 
Central Government hereby approves the Cochin Port Trust 
(Recruitment of Heads of Department) Amendment Regula¬ 
tions, 1995 made by the Board of Trustees for the Port 
of Cochin and set out in the Schedule annexed to this 
notification. 

2. The said regulations shall come into force on the 
■date of publication of this notification in the Official Gazette. 

SCHEDULE 

In exercise of the powers conferred by Section 28 of Major 
Port Trusts Act, 1963 (38 of 1963) the Cochin Port Trust 
hereby makes the following regulations to amend the Cochin 
Port Trust (Recrui'ment of the Hoads of Deportments) Regu¬ 
lations, 1991, subject to the approval of the Central Govern¬ 
ment and the same is published herein as required under 
Section 124 of (he said Act. 

The Cochin Port Trust (Recruitment of Heads of Depart¬ 
ments) Amendment Regulations, 1995. 

I. (a) These Regulations may lie called “The Cochin Port 
Trust (Recruitment of Heads of Departments) Amendment 
Regulations, 1995”. 

(b) They shall conic into force on the date on which 
Central Government's approval thereto is published In the 
Gazette of India. 

II. In the Cochin Port Trust (Recruitment of Heads of 
Departmenss) Regulations, 1991, hereinafted referred to as 


the ‘said Rcgtriaiorw’, for the proviso to Regulations J, the 
following proviso shall bo substituted. 

“Prov’ded further that the prescribed educational and 
other qualifications may, for good and sufficient 
reasons, which are to be recorded in writing be 
relaxed by the Central Government if the candidate 
is otherwise well qualified and found suitable”. 

III. In the said Regulation, in Regulation 7(1) after the 
words ‘convey its approval to that effect” the words “within 
a period of s'\ weeks after the probation is oved" shall be 
inserted. 

IV. fn the said Regulation in sub-regulation (3) of regula¬ 
tion (8). the words “who is not considered suitable for con¬ 
firmation or" shall be deleted. 

V. In the said Regulation, in Regulation 13, after the 
words “shall be advertised" the following words “in the 
Regional as well as National Newspapers" shall tie inserted. 

VI. In the said Regulation, regulation 17 shall be substitut¬ 
ed by the following : 

“If a candidate selected for direct appoinlmont to a post 
falls to join duty within 30 days of the date of issue 
of the appointment order or within, such extended 
period ns the appointing authority may fix. the 
appointment order shall be deemed to have can¬ 
celled." 

VII. In the said Regulation, column 10 of the schedule 
shall be deleted.
